A  though  it  is  a  pious  wish  of  the 
State  of  Israel  that  all  Jews 
consider  living  within  its 
boundaries,  even  enthusiastic 
Zionists  would  admit  certain 
realities.  Firstly,  not  all  Jews  will 
make  aliyah  until  the  messiah  comes  and 

secondly,  we  are 
needed  in 
various  parts  of 
the  world  for 
many  reasons. 
The  Moroccan 
Arabs  have  often 
said  that  the 
special  flavor  and 
charm  of  their 
country  suffered  a  blow  with  the  mass 
exodus  of  their  Jewish  population. 

I  must  confess  to  a  certain  sadness 
and  nostalgia  myself  whenever  I  return 
to  North  Africa,  as  I  did  recently,  because 
I  was  first  there  as  a  child  of  ten  years  old 
in  1947,  and  over  the  years  in  the  ‘60s 
and  ‘70s  there  were  still  over  a  quarter  of 
a  million  Jews  there.  The  synagogues  and 
yeshivot  were  flourishing  and  all  this 
glory  was  too  suddenly  ended  with  the 
mass  emigration  mainly  to  Israel,  Canada 
and  France  with  others  coming  to  the 
U.S.A.  and  other  countries.  Today  there 
are  approximately  5,000  Jews  left  in  the 
area,  mostly  in  Casablanca,  with  some 
few  hundreds  in  other  cities. 

Perhaps  one  should  not  be 
overwhelmingly  sad,  however,  because 
the  situation  is  by  no  means  comparable 
to  the  tragedy  of  Eastern  and  Central 
European  Jewry,  where  our  people  were 
exterminated.  The  Jews  of  Morocco, 
Tunisia  and  Algeria  left  of  their  own 
volition  and  their  strong  traditions  live 
on  in  their  new  homes.  I  was  heartened 
by  the  large  number  of  Israeli  tourists  I 
met  and,  of  course,  former  residents 
come  back  from  France  even  for  a  long 
weekend  (after  all  it  is  like  us  going  to 
Florida  as  far  as  flight  time  is 
concerned).

account  of  the  number  of  the  families 
left;  perhaps  there  are  some  250 
individuals  who  are  augmented  each 
Shabbat  by  many  tourists.  Morocco  is,  of 
course,  an  Arab  country  but, 
nevertheless,  very  many  Israelis  come  to 
visit  and  they  are 
welcomed.  There  was  a 
group  of  Israeli  young 
people  we  came  across 
who  were  participating  in 
a  youth  international 
sports  festival  marching 
with  an  Israeli  flag. 

Essaouira  is  a 
beautiful  little  port  about 
two  hours’  drive  from 
Marrakech.  At  one  time  some  80  percent 
of  the  population  had  been  Jews,  with  at 
least  32  synagogues  and  just  a  very  few 
mosques.  Today  there  are  only  a  handful 
of  Jews  left,  with  no  minyan  as  far  as  we 
could  tell.  This  town  is  a  place  of 
pilgrimage,  however,  and  I  remember 
seeing  notices  in  the  kosher  shops  in 


Montreal  of  trips  to  pray  at  the  grave  of 
Rabbi  Chaim  Pinto,  a  great  Saint  who 
died  a  few  hundred  years  ago.  We, 
naturally,  went  there  this  time  to  join 
with  some  Israelis  reading  psalms  at  the 
gravesite.  Praying  at  the  graves  of 

Zaddikim  or  Saints  is  very 
important  to  Moroccan 
Jews,  and  the  countryside 
is  dotted  with  such  tombs 
often  in  almost 
inaccessible  areas. 

One  day  we  set  out 
into  the  mountains  of  the 
High  Atlas  to  the  Oureka 
valley.  This  area  is 
inhibited  by  Berber  tribes 
who  do  not  speak  Arabic  for  the  most 
part,  but  instead  a  language  unrelated. 
Many  centuries  ago  some  of  the  Berber 
tribes  adopted  Judaism  long  before  the 
advent  of  Islam.  It  would  be  true  to  say 
that  this  particular  community  went  in 
their  entirety  to  Israel.  They  spoke 
neither  Arabic  nor  French,  and  had  little 


contact  with  their  better-educated 
brothers  and  sisters,  largely  of  Spanish 
Sephardic  origin,  in  the  big  cities.  I  think 
that  we  met  perhaps  the  last  such  Jew  - 
an  old  man  who  looked  after  the  grave  of 
yet  another  great  Rabbi,  Shlomo  Ben 
Hensh,  in  the  mountainous  region. 

Moroccan  Jewry  traditionally  has  been 
hospitable,  and  a  warm  welcome  was 
accorded  us  everywhere.  We  were  even 
asked  to  stay  a  few  more  days  for  a  bar 
mitzvah  in  Marrakech.  The  young  man 
read  the  Torah  on  Monday  morning  just 
as  we  do  in  our  minyan.  Another  family 
invited  us  to  come  for  the  bat  mitzvah  of 
their  daughter  in  Paris. 

Visits  to  anywhere  are  usually 
uplifting  and  educational,  but  being  with 
one’s  co-religionists  in  their  ancient  lands 
gave  my  sons  and  me  a  special  feeling  of 
excitement  and  of  belonging  to  a 
remarkable  people.

Before  the  High  Holy  Days  it  is  customary  to  study  and  pray  late  at  night  to  feel 
closer  to  God.  To  raise  your  Jewish  consciousness  for  the  coming  days,  come  to  our 
Selihot  lecture  and  service  on  Saturday,  September  24  at  8:30  pm.  The  guest 
speaker  will  be  Rabbi  Shai  Held. 

Rosh  Hashanah 

Rosh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  a  festive  occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually 
disciplined  by  the  sacred  traditions  of  home  and  synagogue.  Although  the 
observance  of  the  High  Holy  Days  is  centered  in  the  synagogue,  it  is  in  the  home 
where  family  members  prepare  to  meet  the  New  Year  in  a  spirit  of  faith  and  in  a 
mood  conducive  to  prayer  and  soul-searching. 

White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  that  symbolizes  purity  and  joy.  Thus,  the  table 
is  set  with  a  white  tablecloth  and  flowers,  candles  and  wine.  Round  hallot 
symbolizing  a  full  round  year,  and  apples  and  a  dish  of  honey  for  a  sweet  year, 
complete  the  symbolic  representations  on  the  holiday  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the  lighting  of  the  candles  and  Kiddush,  which 
precede  the  festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh  Hashanah.  The  following  blessings 
are  recited  over  the  candles: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam,  asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav 
vetzivanu  lehadlik  ner  shel  Yom  Toy 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  whose  mitZYOt  add 
holiness  to  our  lives,  and  who  gave  us  the  mitzvah  to  kindle  light  for  the 
Festival. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam,  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu 
vehigiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

After  the  Rosh  Hashanah  Kiddush ,  the  Motzi  is  recited  over  the  round  hallah: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam,  hamotzi  lehem  min  ha-aretz- 
Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  who  brings  forth  bread 
from  the  earth. 

Then  all  the  members  of  the  family  dip  the  apple  in  honey  and  recite  the 
following  blessing  and  prayer: 

Yehi  ratzon  milefanekhah  Adonai  Eloheinu  v’Elohei  avoteinu,  shetehadesh  aleiynu 
shanah  tovah  umetukah. 

May  it  be  Thy  Will,  O  Lord  our  God,  to  renew  unto  us  a  happy  and  sweet  New 
Year. 

After  the  morning  services  of  Rosh  Hashanah,  a  festive  meal  is  also  eaten,  preceded 
by  daytime  Kiddush  and  the  Motzi : 

Tiku  vahodesh  shofar,  bakeseh  I’yom  hagenu,  kihok  VYisraelhu,  mishpat  VElohey 
Yaaqkov. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam,  borei  pri  hagafen. 

The  greeting  on  Rosh  Hashanah  is  L’Shanah  Tovah  Tikatavu  -  May  you  be
